‘The French position is conciliatory, 
and is believed to relate to expressions 
by officials connected with the present 
Washington Administration made during 
the Peace Conference. 


Soundings in Progress.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Despite 
the silence of officials qualified to make 
an authoritative, statement, there is rea- 
. gon to believe that the report from Paris 
that the French Ambassador here is en- 

‘. deavoring to induce President Harding 
to accept a modified League of Nations 
-\vepresents the true situation. 

‘Becretary Hughes refrained today from 
authorizing any statement, but there is 
no denial at the State Department that 
M. Jusserand has begun to sound the 
Administration with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether it would favor conditional 
participation or co-operation with the 
League. 

In French Embassy circles the Paris 
report was neither confirmed nor. denied, 

use of the word *‘ nego ns ** 
in the Paris dispatch is not believed to 
- have stated thé-sitiiation “dorrectiy. It 
is believed that M. Jusserand has not 
yet gone beyond sounding the new Ad- 
Ministration and indicating the attitude 
of bis Government. 

The French Ambassador called at the 
State Department. Tuesday afternoon 
and had a long conference with Secre- 
tary Hughes. Whether he then began 
founding the Administration about ac- 
cepting a modified League has not been 
ascertained. He would not. take the 
matter- up except under instructions 
from his Government. 

The Ambassador has been in as close 
touch with Republican Senate leaders 
in the treaty fight as it was possible 
for any diplomat to be. From his rela- 
} tions with prominent Senators, he was 
\ able to obtain the clearest inside view 
}ef the treaty situation and to report to 
‘his Government what the fate of the 

treaty would be. 

The Ambassador has never lost con- 
tact with Republican Senate leaders, 
and is today well aware of their views, 
For this reason it is believed that, what- 
ever he may have done in any effort to 
imduce President Harding to accept a 
modified’ form of ‘the League, he was 
acting under instructions from his For- 
eign Office. 

France Wants Us on Any Terms. 

The best information obtainable here 

‘4s that the French Government is not 
only conciliatory but also so anxious to 
have the United States enter the League 
that it would be willing to favor our 
entrance with almost any reservations 
designed to ‘‘safeguard’’ American 
rights. ; 

From all that can’ be learned the con- 
ferences which President Harding held 
with ‘‘ best minds ’’ has not favored the 
formation of a separate League or asso- 
ciation of nations. 

The understanding is that the gereral 
opinion, expressed@-in the ‘‘ best mind ” 
conferences was that as ‘the League of 
Nations was ‘already operating and had 
the support of most nations of the 
world, it would be impracticable to 
form a separate association. President 
Haraift: s attitude toward this view has 
not been told. 

It is not believed that the President 
has yet reached any definite decision 
concerning his peace policy or that Sec- 
retary Hughes, who has been studying 
the problem of America’s attitude toward 
world peace and the Versailles Treaty, 
is yet ready to state the attitude of the 
Afministration toward overtures seek- 
ing to bring the United States into a 
modified League. It is thought that 
Mr. Hughes will refrain from giving 
More than careful consideration to: any 
overtures by the French Government 
until the Administration has begun to 
formulate its foreign policy.

$5,000,000 Worth of Liquor 
Said to Have Been Taken 
from Newark Storage. 


Leading breweries in the metropolitan 
district announced yesterday that they 
were ready to supply the legitimate 
trade with all of the real beer required 
for medicinal purposes, under a decision 
of former \ Attorney General Palmer. 
All that was needed to start,thé move- 
ment of, beer to the drug stores was the 
Ipruancd of permits. Brewers said that 
they expected these permits to be avail- 
able within a few days. 

All of the breweries have been making 
beer, but virtually all of them have heen 
careful to reduce the alcoholic content to 
the requirements of the Volstead act. A 
few brewers have not been so careful, 
according to Boston prohibition enforce- 
ment agents, who said that they had 
been able to buy real beer in scme res- 
taurants. The bottles bore no labels and 
the agents were unable to trace the 
brewers. ™~ 

“It is the most. cheerful ‘pews in a 
business way I have heard in five 
years,’’” said Colonel Jacob Ruppert. 
“* We are ready on a moment’s notice to 
put out real beer.’’ 

Colonel Ruppert added that he believed 
the ruling would stand. He said that 
there was a great public demand for 
beer, and expressed the opinion that the 
Anti-Saloon League would not be able 
to secure a modification of the ruling. 

“It is a fact,’’ he said, ‘‘ that beer 
formerly was generally prescribed by 
physicians. Since prohibition went into 
effect I have been approached by a 
number of physicians who appealed to 
me for beer on the ground that it was 
absolutely necessary for the welfare of 
their patients. I was not in position to 
help ‘them.”’ 

The property of the brewers will be 
made more valuable by the ruling and 
employment given to a large number of 
former workers, said Colonel Ruppert. 
The sale of one-half of 1 per cent. beer 
has been about one-third of that when 
real beer was legitimate. Colonel Rup- 
pert believed that the breweries would 
be enabled to operate on something 
like the old schedules. 


Dry Agent Skeptical. 


Federal Prohibition Director Charles 
R. O’Connor said that physicians prob- 
ably would be restricted in prescribing 
beer, although he had received no offi- 
cial word. 

The department, Mr. O’Connor ald, 
had adopted a regulation limiting physi- 
cians to one book of 100 blanks every 
ninety days. This action was taken, 
he said, because. one physician in Chi- 
cago wrote 7,000 prescriptions for liquor, 
rone for less than a pint, in the course 
of a few weeks. There are 4,500 physi- 
cians in this city who have the privilege 


liquors, the largest number since pro- 
hibition went into effect. 

“The opinion,’’ said Mr. ‘O’Connor, 
‘is not of such sweeping effect as might 
at first appear, as in thirty-nine States 
the laws prohibit physicians trom the 
writing of prescriptions.”’ 

“In our judgment the late Attorney 
General Palmer’s ruling in behalf of 
the brewers as medicine men,’ said 
William H. Anderson, State Superinten- 
dent of the Anti-Saloon League, ‘ will 
not bring back beer for beverage pur- 
poses as the brewers hope will be the 
result of this entering wedge, but will 
ultimately result not only in withdraw- 
ing legal sanction of the beer and wine 
leaks on alleged: medical grounds, but 
also in withdrawing the permission to 
prescribe even alcoholic spirits for 
medicinal purposes. 

‘Since whisky and brandy have been 
kicked out of the United States Phar- 
macopoeia as-medicines there is a grow- 
ing. sentiment that the law should not 
permit their being prescribed for medical 
use except in the form of alcohol as a 
part of some compound remedy which 
is sufficiently medicated to negative the 
probability of use for beverage purposes. 

‘““The lawlessness of the liquor traf- 
fic™has simply made the people of the 
American nation as a whole more deter- 


mined to see that ad rypedir ge has a fair 
chance at enforcement, and if atin Tg 
they will 1 asp Bn the law shall be.

WILL CHANGE MIND 


Rebukes John Clynes, Labor 
Leader, for Assailing Repara- 
tions Policy of the Allies. 


THEY MEAN TO BE JUST

LONDON, March 10.—It had been in- 
tended to introduce the German Repa- 
rations bill in the Commons today, but 
the Prime Minister recognized that there 
was a general desire to discuss the sit- 
uation arising out of the London con- 
ference, so the bill was put over until 
tomorrow and’ discussion was provided 
for on today’s stage of the vote on ac- 
count of the civil services. 

Lord Robert Cecil opened the debate 
with a reminder that the business of 
the allied conference was not merely to 
decide whether Germany could pay or 
not. ‘‘We are bound by the Treaty 
of Versailles,’ he insisted, ‘‘ and’ we 
must honor our signature.’’ The Treaty 
could only be revised with the consent 
of all parties to it, and in his opinion 
the time for revision had not arrived. 

A jarring note was struck by John 
Robert -Clynes, Labor member and 
former Food Controller, who maintained 
that the attempt to obtain a settlement 
with Germany by force instead of by 
reason would tend to increase unem- 
ployment. Why had Parliament not 
been allowed an opportunity of ex- 
pressing its opinion on the nature of the 
pressure to be used upon Germany? The 
week-end at Chequers Court had altered 
the whole policy of treatment of Ger- 
many by the Alifes. Any step that 
could have been taken to effect a peace- 
ful settlement would have been better 
than military measures, and he laid the 
responsibility for this, ‘‘ the worst mis- 
take in foreign policy,’’ at the door of 
the Government. 

Clynes Chided by Premier. 


Mr. Lloyd George, who followed Mr. 
Clynes, commented that the latter's 
speech was an unfortunate one. ‘It 
will have no effect’ said the Premier, 
‘“‘except to stiffen German resistance, 
and if it does it is no service to Ger- 
many. The best service rendered to 
Germany would be an appearance of 
complete unanimity in the enforcement 
of what the right honorable gentleman 
himself admits to be a fair and just 
claim. = 

“Is it a very extravagant demand that 
Germany should pay for the next two 
years £100,000,000 plus 10 per cent. on 
her exports, or £130,000,000, which is 
about one-fourth or one-fifth of what we 
are paying for our debt charges for the 
war and our pensions? France has to 
find £500,000,000 or £600,000,000 this year. 
Shé has a gigantic pension charge, for 
her losses were colossal. 
population of 43,000,000 against more 
than 60,000,000 in Germany. She has 
to find £1,100,000,000, while Germany is 
called upon to find £130,000,000. 

‘““Yet the League of Nations is in- 
voked against us and we are charged 
with disturbing. the peace of Europe. 
There is no sense of justification in 
this. 

‘““Mr Clynes asked why we did not 
accept the German proposals. Even the 
Germans admitted wnen they had put 
forward their second proposal that their 
first was preposterous. 

‘* As to the second German proposal, it 
was an,offer providing that Silesia must 
vote in favor of remaining with Ger- 
many—not part of Silesia, but the whole 
of Silesia. 

‘“‘If they did not do that,’’ continued 
the Premier, ‘‘ it broke that arrange- 
ment.. In three weeks’ time they would 
be bach here and say, ‘ There is a vil- 
lage in Silesia that has gone over to 
Poland, and therefore the agreement is 
no good.’ \ 

‘‘The right honorable gentleman says: 
‘Is this a French settlement or a British 
settlement’? It is neither. It is an 
allied’ settlement. It is the settle- 
ment we came to after a good deal of 
discussion among ourselves and very 
considerable investigation by experts. 
They were a]l agreed, and I think it is a 
perfectly fair settlement. 

‘“*He says it disturbs Europe, and that 
you will never restore trade as long as 
you get armies marching and sanctions 
enforced. Does that mean that you are 
not to enforce them? You will never get 
an agreement with Germany if she 
knows that under no condition will you 
enforce it. f 

Gérman Opinion Not Informed. 


‘‘ Supposing Germany believed the 
right honorable gentleman represented 
the view of the English people. Is there 
any Government in Germany that would 
ever come forward to propose anything? 
Let me take the position of the German 
statesmen. I do not wish to say a harsh 
word that will create difficulties with 
public opinion. They havé’got a public 


opinion which is only informed on one 


side of the case. They. do not accept 
responsibility for the war. They do not 
accept responsibility for the devastation 
in France and Belgium. That is the 
frame of mind in which Germany is 
considering these claims.

Cure Will Be Found for Present Depression

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Andrew 
W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, 
said today that the financial condition 
of the nation was fundamentally sound 
and, while he was unwilling to predict 
that there would be an immediate in- 
dustrial and business revival, he was 
confident. that sound and sane policies 
as to taxation and tariff would be 
evolved by the Administration which 
would prove helpful in providing a cure 
for the present depression. 

There will be no radical changes in 
the conduct of the Treasury Department 
without careful thought as to the conse- 
quences. As evidence of this Mr. Mellon 
said he hoped the three Assistant Secre- 
taries who served during the Wilson Ad- 
ministration and were reappointed by 
him yesterday would continue to serve 
for some time. They had arranged to 
take up other work, he added, but had 
consented to:remain with him for a time 
at’ his request. 

Mr. Mellon said he was not ready to 
make any announcement as to his atti- 
tude in regard to the allied obligations.s 
revision of the revenue laws or other 
department problems. He had heard 
discussion. of the adoption of a sales 
tax, but w&s not prepared to express an 
opinion. All of these matters, ey 


with the tariff, Mr. Mellon added, woul 
be taken up within a few days jn con- 


ference with Chairman Peiaviek of the 
Senate Finance Committee, Chairman 
Fordney of the House Ways and Means 
Committee and other leading Repub- 
licans. 

It’ was evidently the hope of Mr. Mel- 
lon that the problems involved in tax 
revision and tariff would” be handled 
without ‘unnecessary delay. They were 
so closely related, he said, that it might 
be possible to consider them at the 
same time. 

In discussing what the future held in 
store for the country, Mr. Mellon said 
the situation was so complex that he 
hesitated about offering a prediction, It 
was a situation, he added, such as had 
never been faced by the nation in the 
past, because it involved world condi- 
tions rather than simply domestic prob- 
lems. 

The depression now being experienced 
by the country, Mr. Mellon said, was to 
a certain extent a natural development 
at this time of year. ‘‘ The fundamen- 
tals,’’ he added, referring to the con- 
dition of the banks, ‘“‘ are sound.”’ 

It is practically assured that W. P. 
G. Harding will remain for some time, 
at least, as Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. The only comment Mr. 
Mellon would make was that ‘' so far as 
I am concerned, no change is contem- 
plated.”’

Measure, Ostensibly Aimed at 
“Bucket Shops,” Would 
Cover “ Wash Sales.”

Legislative Committee Could 
Force Testimony Regard- 
less of Incrimination.

ALBANY, March 10.—Senator Fred. B. 
Pitcher of Jefferson, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Banks and one of 
the most conservative as well as influ- 
ential members of the Republican major- 
ity in the upper house, presented to his 
astonished colleagues today a concur- 
rent resolution providing for a legtsla- 
tive investigation of certain practices in 
Wall Street. 

Information gained following the intro- 
duction of the measure. leads to the be- 
lief that the resolution will receive the 
sanction of both Senate and Assembly. 

While ostensibly the resolution is di- 
rected against bucket shops, operating 
in violation of Section 390 of the penal 
law, its language is broad enough to 
permit any committee created under it 
to investigate reprehensible practices 
conducted under more respectable au- 
spices in the financial district. 

Lawmakers who have studied the res- 
olution said tonight that it would enable 
the committee to look into so-called 
*“* wash ”’ sales, which have been preva- 
lent during some hectic periods in Wall 
Street and at times when the income tax 
collector was due to ring the doorbell. 

There are those who believe that the 
inspiration for the Pitcher resolution 
may have emanated from some highly 
influential Wall Street group affected 
by recent stock raids by ‘ shorts.’’ 

Compels Witnesses to Testify. 

The resolution charges any committee 
taking up the investigation with taking 
necessary steps to bring offenders to 
justice. It-would confer unusual powers 
on the committee in that witnesses 
would be compelled to testify before it 
and produce books and documents, re- 
gardless of whether their testimony 
would tend to incriminate and degrade 
them .or cause them loss or: forfeiture 
of any right or privilege now exercised 
by them. 

The principal enabling clause of the 
Pitcher resolution, defining the scope of 
the proposed inquiry, follows: 

** Resolved (if the Assembly concur), 
That a joint committee of the Senate 
and Assembly be hereby created, to 
consist of five members of the Senate 
to be appointed by. the Temporary Presi- 
dent, and five members of the Assembly 
to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
Assembly, to investigate and ascertain 
whether any person, copartnership, firm, 
association or corporation, whether act- 
ing in his, their or its own right or as 
an officer, agent, servant, correspon- 
dent or representative of another, has 
made or is making or offering to make, 
or is assisting in making or offering to 
make any contract respecting the pur- 
chase or sale, either upon credit or mar- 
gin, of any securities or, commodities, 
including all evidences of Went or prop- 
erty and options for the purchase there- 
of, ‘shares in any corporation or asso- 
ciation, bonds, coupons, scrip, rights, 
choses in action and ‘other evidences of 
debt or ‘property and options for the 
purchase thereof, or anything. movable 
that is bought and sold, not. intending 
the actual bona fide receipt or delivery 
of any such securities or commodities, 
but ‘intending a settlement’ of .guch con-

Official British Reports Show 
Workers Still Threatening — 
Kronstadt Rebels Hold Out. 








PEASANTS GREATER MENACE 


Lenin Says Internal Affairs De- 
mand Serious Consideration— 
800 Reds Reported. Drowned. | 


LONDON, March’ 10 (Associated 
Press).—After ten days of coonflicting 
reports regarding events in Russia, in- 
formation received in British official 
circles today are believed to give some- 
thing of a true picture of conditions 
there. 

It is stated that the anti-Bolshevist 
risings in Moscow which were more in 
the nature of trade unionist strikes than 
military operations, have been liqui- 
dated, and that the communists are con- 
tinuing their rule. The belief is ex- 
pressed, however, that settlement of the 
trouble was by force, rather than by an 
amelioration of the economic difficul- 
ties, and that strikes may be expected 
to occur at any time with increasing 
seriousness. . 

The situation in Petrograd remains 
obscure, official circles limiting definite 
statements to the fact that Kronstadt 
and several fortresses on the south shore 
of the Gulf of Finland are holding out 
against the Bolsheviki. ¥ 

The first information concerning the 
exact nature of the KronStadt revolt is 
reported to have been received in Fin- 
land in a newspaper published by the 
Kronstadt revolutionists. 

In this paper it is stated that no at- 
tempts are being made to re-establish 
anything approaching the Czarist régime 
or even to overthrow the Soviet system, 


Phut that the revolt is against what is 


termed the military dictatorship of 
Lenin and Trotzky, by which the people 
have been robbed of the. benefits of the 
Russian revolution. 

This newspaper disclaims the leader- 
ship of General Kozlovski and names M. 
Petrichenko as the leading member of 
the revolutionists. 

It declares that the association by the 
Bolsheviki of the names of Czarists and 
such reformers as Alexander Kerensky 
with the revolutionists is a dodge on the 
part of the Bolshevist propagandists to 
obscure the real nature of the Kron- 
stadt revolt and make it appear to be 
the work. of foreigners and Czarists 
rather than of the Russians themselves. 

The presence of Kerensky in London, 
which became known today, agter he 
had been reported to be in Kronstadt 
leading the revolutionists, is considered 
in some quarters here an indication of 
the truthfulness of the statement of the 
newspaper. 

The greatest importance is beling at- 
tached here to Wednesday’s official Bol- 
shevist wireless dispatch admitting that 
communication between Moscow and Si- 
beria had been cut off for a fortnight 
and indicating that the smouldering op- 
position of the peasants was becoming 
active. The belief was expressed here 
today that péasant uprisings would be 
more dangerous to the Bolshevist régime 
than active military opposition from an 
isolated fortress such as Kr®nstadt, 
where, i¢ immediate success did not at- 
tend the mutineers, the result would be 
starvation and ultimate surrender, while 
no such success could be hoped for in a 
Bolshevist campaign against the rural 
populations, 

Revolts Are Spreading. 


Trystworthy news: received from the 
interior of Russia, says a dispatch to 
The London Times from) Reval, shows 
that anti-Soviet revolts are spreading 
throughout the country. The food sit- 
uation is described as catastrophic, no 
food trains having reached the d¢ountry 
from Siberia since Feb. 11. The situa- 
tion is made more serious through the 
congestion of the transport system. On 
the main railway from Perm to Vologda 
300 trains are being held up. 

It is announced, the dispatch con- 
tinues, that 40,000 Communist troops 
are @ proaching Petrograd, but that

The marital différences between James 
A. Stillman, President of the National 
City Bank, and Mrs. Stillman, who was 
Miss Anne Urquhart Potter, daughter of 
Mrs. James Brown Potter, the actress, 
have culminated in an action for divorce 
by Mr. Stillman and a countersuit by 
his wife, it was learned yesterday. 

The allegations made by Mr. Stillman 
were said to have concerned inciden 
at the Stillmans’ Summer camp, near 
Three Rivers, Quebec. Although every 
precaution had ‘been taken to keep 
both actions secret, it was learned yes- 
terday that Justice Joseph Morschauser 
of Poughkeepsie had appointed Daniel 
J. Gleason of Poughkeepsie as referee 
in the action brought by Mr. Stillman, 
and John E. Mack of Poughkeepsie as 
@ special guardian for Guy Stillman, 
the two-year-old child of the Stillmans. 

An argument upon an application by 
counsel for Mrs, Stillman for permission 
to serve an amended complaint took 
place last ,Saturday before Justice 
Morschauser’” at Poughkeepsie. Applica- 
tion was also made for an order to com- 
pel Mr. Stillman to pay alimony of 
$10,000 a month and $25,000 counsel 
fees, pending trial. It was said that Mr. 
£tillman, who inherited great wealth 
from his father, the late James A. Still- 
man Sr., had been paying Mra. Still- 
man at the rate of $60,000 a year. 

Mr. Stillman’s Income. 

In opposition to the application for 
alimony, counsel for Mr. Stillman con- 
ténded that his inddtie, 
$800,000 last year, was te a ™ 
amount of $220,000 by. payment of “his 
income tax and other taxes. 

Justice Morschauser, when seen atthe 
White Plains Court House yesterday, 
admitted that counsel for Mrs, Stillman 
had made. a motion to amend the com- 
plaint in her action against her husband 
and had applied for counsel fees and 
alimony. He said that the hearing on 
these motions had been adjourned for a 
week. 

Delancey Nicoll and Cornelius J. Sul- 
livan of New York City were said to be 
counsel for Mr. Stillman. Mrs. Still- 
man, it was said, has been represented 
by John B. Stanchfield of New York 
City and John F. Brennan of Yonkers. 
None of these lawyers would atom the 
case in any way yesterday. 

Mr. Mack, when seen at Pomeikeoete: 
refused to give any information concern- 
ing his appointment as guardian of the 
child, Guy Stillman. 

“I do not admit that I am a special 
guardian or that I am acting in any 
capacity whatever,” he said. “I am 
simply declining to talk. 

Mr. Gleason could not be found at his 
office or home in Poughkeepsie nor at 
Millerton, N. Y., where he was said to 
have gone. It was learned, however, 
that he held a hearing in Mr. Stillman’s 
action recently and that a number of 
French-Canadians, residents of the 
country around the Stillman’s camp iat 
Three Rivers, were called to testify.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Former 
United States Senator Samuel H. Piles 
of Washington will be recommended by 
the Congressional delegation from that 
State as Ambassador to Brazil, it was 
announced tonight after a conference of 
the delegation. 

Mr. Piles, who was in the Senate from 
1905 to 1911, has since been practicing 
law in Seattle. He is a native of Ken- 
tucky, but went to Washington State 
while it was a Territory and has been 
active in politics for about twenty years. 

If ap ted to the post in Rio de 
Janeiro’ he would succeed Edwin V. 
Morgan, who has been Ambassador 
there since 1912, and who has been in 
the consular and diplomatic service since 
1900, when he was appointed Secretary 
of the tion at Seoul.

DAUGHERTY WON'T OUST 
DEMOCRATS JUST YET 


Says Clean Sweep Now Woald 
Mean Duplication of Work 
and Mach Expense.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—White the 
Department of Justice will be ultimately 
Republican in' complexion, Harry M. 
Daugherty, the new Attorney General, 
does not intend, he says, to make a 
clean sweep of all the present Demo- 
cratic incumbents at once. He declared 
this afternoon during his first confer- 
ence with newspaper men that his par- 
ticular department ‘‘could not be 
changed over night.’’ 

There are Federal attorneys through- 
out the country engaged in examining 
or prosecuting important cases, and it 
would be folly to supplant these officers 
with new mén, thus creating not only 
duplication of work, but much expense, 
said Mr. Daugherty. In like manner he 
indicated. that Democrats who have 
comparatively short periods of their 
terms to serve might be allowed to re- 
main until the end of their service. 

Asked whether he had inspected for- 
mer Attorney General Palmer’s ruling 
on wine and beer, he said he would read 
it within the next two or ‘three~days.

Despite the recent. night conference 
at the White House, where the most 
divergent views were expressed, mem- 
bers of the committees Aelenated to deal 
with tariff and revenue matters are still 
wavering as to the best policy to pursue. 
Senator Penrose has told members of 
the Ways and Means Commitee that he 
is opposed to taking up the tariff first 
and believes that the revenue laws 
should be revised first. The same view 
is held by Representative Nicholas 
Longworth, a member of the committee, 
while Chairman Fordney favors imme- 
diate action by the special session on 
an emergency tariff. 

Both Senator Penrose and Mr. Long- 
worth doubt the wistiom of taking up 
tariff legislation at a time when indus- 
trial uncertainty makes it impossible to 
write a scientific measure. In discus- 
sfons with leading Republicans they. 
have expressed the opinion that if tariff 
revision is delayed several months no 
Sheen damage would be done Amertcan 
ndustry, and that an anti-dumping law 
can be passed quickly if in tho next 
few months foreign competition appears 
to be injuring American manufacturers. 

The -principal demand for temporary 
tariff legislation comes from the farmers 
and a few isolated .. manufacturers 
whose concerns have own up during 
the war. ‘The basic industries have 
asked for no protection and, in fact, 
showed opposition to any change in the 
tariff just now. Mr. Penroze feels it is 
impossible to write even a temporary 
tariff bill that will better the business 
conditions of .the United States, while 
the differences of exchange rates and 
cost of production at home and abroad 
remain as ey are. 

In his talk with newspaper men today 
Mr. Penrose indicated that he favored 
the enactment of a temporary tariff bill. 
Yet to others who. have seen him on 
tariff matters he had insisted that it 
would be wiser to revise the revenue 
laws first_and later write a new perma- 
nent tari law. 

Republican leaders are uncertain what 
course to soho ane they are apparentl 
waiting somé definite word from Presi- 
dent Harding.

SELECTION OF ENVOYS 
GETTING ATTENTION 


Harding Talks With Craeger, 
Who Has Been Suggested as 
Ambassador to Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (Associated 
Press).—As the new administration set- 
tles down to a working basis President 
Harding and his chief advisors are giv- 
ing increasing attention to the country’s 
foreign relations. ‘Selection of diplo- 
matic representatives abroad, relations 
with Mexico and the Rhine situation are 
subjects in the forefront. 

So far as diplomatic appointments are 
concerned, it. was said authoritatively 
today that no final selections had been 
made, but that in several cases the 
field of availables was harrowing to- 
ward a decision. 

The nearest approach to an actual 
choice is understood to be Myron T. 
Herrick of Ohio for Ambassador to 
France, a post from which he resigned 
early in the first Wilson Administration. 
Another who is regarded as certain to 
return to the service is Henry Lane 
Wilson of Indiana, former Ambassador 
to Mexico, who is mentioned in connec- 
tion with the Ambassadorship to Italy. 

The question of Mexican. relations 
hinges on the ability of the Obregon 
Administration to establish a régime 
that will win American recognition. 

Just what the requirements for such 
recognition should be is occupying the 
study of officials here, and some pointed 
intimation on the subject may go for- 
ward soon to Mexico City. Much as the 
White House and the State Department 
hope for full restoration of diplomatic 
relations with the southern republic, 
there is little evidence of confidence that 
formal recognitién may be possible in 
the near future. \ 

President Harding discussed the Mexi- 
can problem today with R. B. Creager of 
Texas, who has been suggested for Am- 
bassador to Mexico in case of recogni- 
tion. Later Mr. Creager had a talk with 
Under Secretary Fletcher of the State 
Department; himself a former Ambassa- 
dor at Mexico City. No announcement 
followed the conferences, but the impres- 
sion was given that conditions to be re- 
quired for recognition were under dis- 
cussion. 

In his consideration of diplomatic 
appointments, particularly to. thé Euro- 
pean capitals, President Harding is 
seeking men who would be alive to all 
the considerations involved in League 
negotiations. Mr. Herrick, for one, not 
only is familiar with French aspirations 
through his experience as bassador 
at Paris during the trying early months 
of the World War, but_he made a trip 
abroad last Summer and, talked over the 
League with some of the leading Eu- 
ropean statemen. Mr. Wilson has had 
a wide acquaintance with diplomatists 
through a period of service which took 
him into many parts of the world. 
Colonel George Harvey, the New York 
editor; Cornellus Vanderbilt of New 
York and several others have been put 
forward for the ambassadorship to Lon- 
don, while Charles H. Sherrill of New 
York, former Minister to Argentina, and 
David Jayne Hill of New York, former 
Ambassador t Germany, and many 
others, have been called to Mr. Hard- 
ing’s attention as available men for any 
of the big diplomatic posts. 

South and Central America presents a 
field which the President is understood 
to regard as. deserving some of the best 
Ciplomatic talent available. His friends 
oxret him to.name some of the most 
able men of the service to posts in that 
continent, but the canvass of availables 
is far from a decisive stage. .A few of 
the present diplomatic representatives, 
ircluding Ambassador Morgan at Rio 
de Janeiro, may be retained.

It is the intention of Secretary 
Hoover, where foreign commerce is con- 
‘cerned, to establish a department which 
will get to work and develop markets 
for American producers and exports 
rather than simply hand out from time 
to time ‘‘canned’’ statements about 
prospective fields. 

There is the suggestion also of a bu- 
reau of the Department of Commerce 
which would keep in touch with various 
industries so that a full knowledge of 
their ability to. expand foreign trade 
might be obtained. Standardization of 
products and efficiency in production 
and transportation are a part of the 
general scheme. 

Mr. Hoover called attention to the fact 
that increased efficiency must be de- 
veloped if American industry was to 
hold its place in the fight against in- 
dustry in other lands where living 
standards were on a lower level. He in- 
dicated also that a sensible tariff would 
aid to prevent ‘‘dumping”’ of foreign 
products on America, 

There was no definite recommendation 
by the S®eretary that the Department 
of Commerce should absorb bureaus of 
other departments or take over agencies 
of the Government such as the Shipping 
Board or Federal Trade Commission. If 
there are to be any such radical meas- 
ures adopted they will come as part of 


the Administration’s general plan for 
departmental reorganization. 


Wants a Department of Service. 


‘“‘The Department of Commerce should 
be in the widest sense a department of 
service to: the commerce and industry 
of the country,’’ Secretary Hoover’s 
statement said. ‘‘ It is not a department 
for the regulation of trade and indus- 
try. ln order to do service to the eat- 
est advantage I wish to establish a 
wider and better organized co-operation 
with the trade and commercial associa- 
tions, and will in a short time present 
some plans to this'end. I want to see 
our efforts to push our foreign com- 
merce more closely related to our indus- 
tries. This sort of enlarged activity is 
within the original purpose of the de- 
partment and requires neither legisla- 
tion nor burden upon taxpayers. This 
is no time to ask for appropriations to 
undertake new work. It is the time to 
search for economy and reorganization, 
for effective expenditure on essentials, 
the reduction of less essentials, and the 
elimination of. duplication. 

“* Outside of voluntary measures, the 
only immediate extension of service lies 
in seouring greater internal efficiency, 
in which I am certain all the bureaus 

in. The future of the department in 
its abilities to meet the needs of our 
industries and trade must await the 
thorough reorganization of the whole 
executive machinery now being vigor- 
ously undertaken by Congress. The 
need of it, both in economy and to se- 
oure more definite purpose in Govern- 
ment departments, does not need dem- 
onstration. 

“The great economic Wifficulties that 
we inherit from the war are obvious 
enough, and they emphasize the neces- 
sity of better governmental machinery 
to assist in their solution. Their final 
remedy must rest on the initiative of 
our own people—the rate of recovery 
can be expedited by greater co-operation 
in the community and with the com- 
munity by the Government, and this de- 
partment and the whole Government 
wishes to assist wherever it can to stim- 
ulate and assist this co-operation.- 

“In the long run, we may as _ well 
realize that we must face a lower 
standard of living in Europe many years 
ahead. The production costs of her 
people will in consequence be lower than 
even before the war. If we meet this 
competition and still maintain our high 
standards of living we will have to work 
harder; we will have to eliminate waste ; 
we will need to ptill further improve our 
processes, our“ labor relationship and 
business methods. ' 
. ‘If we would so improve our national 
efficiency and our foreign trade we must 
consider our (transportation, rail- 
way, watef and marine, as one system 
directed to serve the nation as a whole. 
The development of certain trade routes 
through our mercantile marine as the 
real extension of our inland transporta- 
tion; the improvement of great water- 
ways; the opening of the Great Lakes 
to ocean-going vessels; the development 
of great electrification of our power 
necessities, and the handling of our 
labor readjustment by moderate men on 
both sides are all problems that have a 
fundamental bearing on the recovery in 
coo aaaiaes and on our ability to com- 
pete. .

‘‘ Awother outstanding economic trou-

Beyond this, where these controls 
are instituted over their own imports of 
cotton, food and other agricultural prod- 
ucts, they seriously dominate the prices 
ot our own farmers, and where they are 
institu: to secure control of the 
world’s natural resources, in minerals, 
oils, &c., they may dominate our future 
supply of these vital raw materials. 

‘“Our competitors are within their 
rights in these matters, but we must 
prctect ourselves. Our commercial com- 
munity has the right {in law, and has 
been encouraged by Congress, to com- 
bine for businéss outside our frontiers 
precisely for the purpose of meetin 
such contingencies as this. . But it al 
requires that our trades co-operate in 
an enlightened sense of national service, 
as well as immediate interest. 

‘* Altogether, more economic taxation, 
tariff, large economy in government 
through international bureaus, reorgani- 
zation and agreements on disarmament, 
and systematic Government co-opera- 
tion, will all contribute to help us out 
of the ditch. We will get out. Yet, when 
all is done, the rapidity with which we 
get out will have depended upon the de- 
gree to which we pull together.”’

That the new Attorney General will 
find it necessary to détermine whether| 
he will stand by the ruling of Mr. 
Palmer became apparent today when the 
International Reform Bureau, through 
its Superintendent, Dr. Wilbur F, 
Crafts, appealed to Mr. Daugherty to 
overrule the decision. Dr. Crafts as- 
serted that if the Government should 
act in accordance with the new ruling 
it would be ‘‘ a peril not only to the pub- 
lic but to the honor of two honored 
professions—the doctors and the dfug- 
gists.’ Through the International Re- 
form Bureau there was also submitted 
to Attorney Generdl Daugherty a state- 
ment by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, former 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry and 
one of the fathers of the Pure Food 
laws, conde the idea that beer 
is a medicine. Dr. Wiley insists that 
beer, wine ana whisky have no medici- 
nal value whatever and asserts that the 
practical result of placing whisky 
among remedial agents which may be 
prescribed by physicians has ‘‘ brought 





the medical profession.” 

Attorney General Daugherty said that 
he had not yet found time to read care- 
fully the Palmer decision, but expected 
to do so in the next few days. He indi- 
cated that, while he would have the 
greatest respect for any decision handed 
down by any of his predecessors in of- 
fice, he would not hesitate to reverse 
that or any other decision if he consid- 
ered that there were good reasons for 
doing so. 


Kramer to Go Ahead. » 


Reports were circulated today credit- 
ing John F. Kramer, the Federal Pro- 
hibition Commissioner, with having de- 
clared that the Palmer ruling had throwp 


@ monkey-wrench into the prohibition 
enforcement machinery, and with the 
further statement that this new ruling 
would completely upset the plans of the 
prohibition enforcement officers. To a 
representative of THE New YorK TIMES 
tonight Commissioner Kramer denied 
that he had made any such statement. 

‘“‘It will require new rules and regu- 
lations to carry the Palmer decision into 
effect,’’ Mr. Kramer said to THE TIMES 
representative, ‘‘ but it will not upset 
cur prohibition enforcement machine.

Dr. Wiley’s statement. forwarded to- 
day to the Attorney General, says: 

‘** From a theoretical point of view the 
ruling is doubtless correct. From a legal 


oint of view I cannot express an opin- 
fon, From the nfedicinal point of view 
I agree to the Attorney General’s opin- 
ion. However, this agreement has one 
reservation, viz.: Whisky, brandy and 
wine have not medicinal value. “Have 
they a place, therefore; in any pharma- 
copoeia? Beer is not mentione among 
the articles in the pharmacopoeia, ninth 
decennial revision. It not found 
among the new and non-official reme- 
dies approved by the Council on Phar- 
macy and Chemistry of the American 
Medical Association. It is not found 
among any of the so-called patent or 
secret remedies. I have not looked over 
the prescriptions written in the United 
States for a year prior to the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion ngrnet alcohol. I feel certain, then, 
that if I could read every one of them 
I would not find beer prescribed for 
remedial purposes in a single one. Rated 
on the scale of usage, erefore, beer 
has not now and never has had any 
standing as a recognized remedial agent. 

Already application has been made 
to start breweries for making medicinal 
beer.

FIGHT FOR WHISKY TRUCKS. 


Two Men Are Mortally Wounded In 
Open Battle In Kentucky. 
Special to The New York Times. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 10.—In a 
battle fought on the bridge between New- 
port and Covington, Ky., today, in 
which guards pf two trucks loaded with 
whisky and bandits were engaged, Nor- 
man Ashcraft, a guard, and Elmer Mc- 
Cabe, said to be one of the robbers, were 
fatally wounded. 

While the gun fight was at its height 
a street car ran onto the bridge between 
the opposing parties, who thereupon 
used the car as a barricade, firing 
through its windows at each other. 
lh of window in the car was smashed 
and fully twenty bullets passed through 
it, but not a passenger was hit. After 
Ashcraft and McCabe had been wounded 
both bands-of men mounted their ma- 
chines and sped away leaving ,the in- 
jured men on the bridge. 

The trucks were being transported 
across the bridge from Newport to Cov- 
ington when a big automobile crowded 
with men drew in front of them, seem- 
ingly in an attempt to halt them. [The 
guards on the trucks immediately 
sprang to the roadway and a moment 
later the automobile yielded up several 
men. Revolvers were put into play im- 
mediately. 


SIX BURNED IN OIL FIRE. 


Change of Wind Checks Flames in 
Greenpoint Plant. 


Six men were badly burned by blazing 
oil in fighting a fire in the Standard 
Oil Company plant yesterday at Green- 
point and Kingsland Avenues, Green- 
point, in which five large tanks ex- 
loded. For a time it was feared that 
there would be a repetition of the dis- 
astrous fire of Sept. 13, 1919, which 
burned for four days, but after a stren- 
uous battle the firemen got it under 
control and it burned out. 

The fire started in a crude oll still 
used in refining. The company’s de-

One of these tanks over- 
flowed before men near by could get 
away. and hot oil got into the boots of 
five men, burning them severely. 

They were John Marnel, William Sea- 
man, (Tony Karbréwski, Charles Cook 
and Edward Donohue. John Hoenig- 
hauser also slipped and fell into a 
sewer opening into which hot oil was 
flowing. Marnel, ,;who was eg aa 2 to 
get treatment for his burned foot, 
stopped and helped Hoenighauser out, 
but both men were painfully burned 
before being rescued. They were treated 
by ambulance surgeons from Greenpoint 
and Catharine’s Hospitals. 

A large crowd gathered, but was held 
back by the reserves. The curious were 
attracted by the danger that threatened 
other tanks because of the strong wind. 
Water was turned on the tanks to keep 
them cool and the oil was drawn off 
as fast as possible. After a time the 
wind died down, and then the work of 








the firemen was confined to subduing | 


the blaze. from the five tanks. The 


fire was extinguished by 4 o’clock. 
CHILD FALLS INTO SEWER. 


Crossing Montreal Street, Stumbles 
Into Manhole and Is Swept Away. 


MONTREAL, March 10.—While Mrs. 
Joseph Manning was crossing St. James 
Street this afternoon with her two little 
daughters, the elder, Lily, 8 years old, 
stumbled and fell into an open manhole 
in full view of the frantic mother. Be- 
fore the woman had a chance to catch 
her breath the child plunged head first 
into the sewer and was swept away by 
the rushing water, four feet deep at the 
spot. Firemen and police were still 
searching for the body tonight. 

The grief stricken mother explained 
she was carrying Gertrude, the younger 
child, across the street opposite St. 
Antoine Market, with Lily walking 
slightly behind her. She next caught 
sight of Lily doubled up and disappear- 
ing into the manhole. Distracted and 
bewildered, the mother bent over the 
opening. calling helplessly to the girl, 
but the rush of water beneath was all 
she heard. i 

A man who saw the accident ran to 
the next manhole a short distance away, 
climbed down and waited to snatch the 
child if she was swept by, but his effort 
was in vain.

_ When Health Department | officials 
teok Thorney Voratchig, 12, of 598 East 
140th Street to the Willard Parker Hos- 
pitel as a typhus victim yesterday, 
Health Commissioner Copeland ordered 
@ re-examination in‘ the ‘case of Thor- 
ney’s mother, Mrs. Lottie Voratchig of 
84 Ridge Street, who Is at Gouverneur 
Hospital with ‘‘ sleeping sickness.”’ 
Thorney and her mother ‘arrived here 
March 3 on the Kroonland. They went 
to the Bronx. Yesterday Dr. William 
L. Somerset, Chief Diagnostician of the 
Department of Health, decided that 
Thorney had typhus, and because of her 





symptoms tests will be made to make 
certain that the diagnosis of the 
mother’s ailment is correct. 

The report says the daughter on Sun- 
day developed a severe headache and a 
fever ranging from 101 to 104 degrees. 
Later a' rash appeared and the mucous 
membrane was intensely congested. The 
case, according to the report, warranted 
‘‘a definite diagnosis of typhus.’”’ 

The Health Department has fumigated 
the premises and is observing all per- 
sons exposed during Thorney Vorat- 
chig’s. brief stay here. As a precaution, 
it was announced, all necessary preven- 
tive measures have been taken at the 
homes of persons with whom the mother 
and daughter came into gontact. 

One case of sleeping sickness was re- 
ported: in Brooklyn. Mrs, Ethel Irene 
Anderson McAuslin, wife of.Dr. David 
MecAuslin of the Brooklyn Veterinary 
peng died in. the Harbor Hospital 
on Tuesday of this disease. For the 
last two years she had been at the 
head of . J.. Anderson & Co., manu- 
facturers and dealers in stationers', sup- 
plies, It was believed the strain Under 
which she had been working was largely 
responsible for the malady that caused 
her death. She was 87 years old and 
lived at 127 Gates Avenue, Brooklyn. 

While there have been numerous 
deaths from sleeping sickness in New 
Jersey recently, no reports as to this 
disease have reached the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics of the New Jersey State De- 
geriment of Health. According to R. 
3. South, chief of the bureau at Trenton, 
the deaths in the State for January were 
about 1,000 less than in the same month 
for the last six years. Deaths in Janu- 
ary totaled 3,458. Forty-seven of these 
were among residents of other States. 
tm January, 1916, the number of deaths 
from various causes numbered 4,439.

Mrs. Winburn Sues Husband, Who

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Jurors Will Inspect Today Rooms 


in Which Accused Girl Lived 
With Jake L. Hammon. 


COURTROOM ‘IS CROWDED 


Widow and Two Children Attend— 
Prosecution Counts on Alieged® 
Dying Declaration.

ARDMORE, Okla., March 10.—-The se- 
lection of a jury for the trial of Clara 
Smith Hamon, accused of the murder of 
Jake L. Hamon, Repvblican National 
Committeeman and oi] millionafre, to 
whose nephew she had been married, 
was completed at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon after forty-eight veniremen had 
been examined. The. selection. of .the 
jury today came as a surprise, as both 
Hamon and the girl Were well known 
locally and the case has beer widely dis- 


| cussed in Carter County. t 


The twelve men who must. decide the 
fate of the girl will be taken: tomorrow 
morning to the two rooms—No.: 28 and 
No. 28—in the Randal Hotel,where Ha- 
mon and:the girl lived and where Hamon 
received the bullet. wounds which re- 
sulted in his death. Clara Smith Hamon 
will be present when the,jury is taken 
by bailiffs to the place where the State 
charges she killed the former Republicay 
National Committeeman, and she mpst 
stand near by while the jury inspecis 
the rooms. 

The *request that the jury look over 
the scene was made by Attorney Gen- 
eral Prince Freeling, in charge of the 
“The proof in this case 
will revolve about the rooms,’’ he said, 
‘“‘and we desire that the jury be taken 
there to view the scene.’’ No sooner 
had the request, been made than counsel 


4 for the defense joined ‘in the plea. 


The furniture in the rooms will be ar- 
ranged ‘as it was at the, time Hamon 
was shot so.that the fury can get a true 
idea of the scene and:so understand 
the evidence. 


Outline of Evidence Expected. 


Immediately after the visit to the 
Randol the twelve men will be taken to 
the courtroom, where, it is expected, At- 
torney General Freeling will make the 
opening statement, outlining the evi- 
dence as the State expects to produce it. 

The State, jury qualifying questions 
indicated, is going to prevent the trial 
of Jake Hamon. Prospective jurors time 
and again were asked if they were 
willing to disregard the life of Jake 
Hamon.- The talesmen were reminded 
by’ State’s counsel that Hamon did not 
always regard his family ties, and, as 
the Attorney General termed it, did not 
always keep the Ten Commandments. 
The: prosecution wanted to know if the 
prospective, jurors believed ‘‘ that the 
law was made for all and binding on all 
alike.’’ — 

The State seeks to try this case solely 
on its merits and will contend that sym. 
pathy should have no place in the con- 
sideration of a verdict in the case of the 
ae. The State realizes that it is greatly 

andicapped with a woman as a de- 
fendant. It is indicated that the prose- 
cution is willing to confine the issues to 
things that actually transpired betweén 
Hamon and Clara Smith on the Sunday 
afternoon in November in the Randol 
Hotel, when he was shot. 

The State, it is known, is relying 
principally on a death-bed declaration 
said to have been made by Hamon in 

hich it is reported that he admitted 
Clara Smith Hamon shot him. Until 
shortly before his death Hamon main- 
tained, so far as ever was made known, 
that he shot himself accidentally. The 
alleged dying declaration is said to 
have been verbal and to have been made 
in the presence of a number of wit- 
nesses. 


Courtroom is Crowded. 


Througout the afternoon the court- 
room was crowded to capacity. Specta- 
tors did not arrive in great numbers 
until after the noon recess, but then 
they jammed into every available spot. 
Big, brawny men lined the space 
around the walls, permitting the women 
to have the seats—rough-appearing fel- 
lows in for the day from the range and 
the oil fields, wearing big diamond studs 
sometimes stuck in shirts that were 
open at the neck. 

The widow of Jake Hamon, dressed in 
black and wearing a heavy veil draped 
from her hat, entered the courtroom 
shortly after 3 o’clock. She took a. 
seat opposite the accused. Accompany- 
ing her were her two children, Olive 
Belle and Jake; her father, Jasper Per- 
kins of Chicago; a sister, Mrs. Olive 
Sy amok and ‘her sister’s husband, O. 
H. Sheppard of Geary, Okla. 

Across the table less than three feet 
away sat the woman whom the widow 
had denounced as a “‘ vampire ’’ and as 
responsible for the separation from her 
husband. The girl stared at the widow 
intently for a few moments, but not 
once was Hamon’s widow noticed to 
glance in the direction of the defendant. 
As the afternoon slipped along, both 
became interested in the proceedings and 
spperendly forgot the presence of the 
other. 

Hardly once did Clara Smith Hamon 
change her expression, If she smiled 
it was not noticad. Now and then she 
‘would whisper’ to her mother or sister, 
who sat on either side of her, and once 
or twice she leaned forward and talked 
with William’ McLean, one of her at- 
torneys. She has apparently left every- 
thing to the judgment of her lawyern’ 

The twelve men; who will pass judg- 
ment on the girl’s guilt or innocence are 
for the most part men of middle life. 
Four grayheads .are. amiong them, three 
appear. under 35, while the others are 
in their forties. The majority of the 
jurors Hve in Ardmore.

If the present endowed universities do 
not serve the public-as well as’ any 
other possible university, they should be 
brushed aside, Their right to exist de- 
pends upon their fulfilling completely 
their functions.’’

Of these $20,000 worth already have 
been traced to Leland Stanford Wood, of 
3 West Seventy-fifth Street, who is con- 
nected with the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany and is a’ member of the Leland 
Stanford,family of California, and re- 
puted to ‘be very wealthy. 

‘Mr. Wood stated that he got posses- 
sion of these bonds through William 
Parmelee, a mining engineer of 112 
Washington Place. Mr. Parmelee said 
he got the bonds from Wheeler, and was 
told to deposit the bonds with Mr.- Wood 
as collateral to secure the payment of 
a large sum of money which Mr. Wood 
invested through Mr. Parmelee and Mr. 
Wheeler. Mr. Wood’s connection with 
the transaction seems apparently inno- 
cent. 

‘“‘Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of 
bonds were traced to the First National 
Bank of Jamaica, Queens, having been 
pledged by Wheeler as collateral for a 
loan of $15,000 made to him. by the bank 
through the introduction of Richard C.

Broker Threatened by Waiter. 


‘‘Chardenet became dubious as to his 
investments and threatened dire things 
to Wheeler. To allay suspicion 
Wheeler sent to Chardenet $40,000 worth 
of Liberty bonds, half of which Charde- 


net returned to Wheeler through one of 
the other witnesses arrested last night, 
and deposited $20.000 worth of the bonds 
in. a vault in the Irving National Bank. 

Chardenet’s only .connection with the 
transaction seems to be that of a rather 
impetuous desire to recover his money 
without going through the form of law.

Drummond later was arrested and 
held for more than four hours on a 
charge of carrying concealed weapons 
when he showed the police a piece of 
garden hose about six inches long that 
he had picked up before leaving Prince- 
ton. his charge had never. been 
pressed, he said. i. 

Bearing an ugly scar over his right 
Temple, Ralph Gilmore Williamson of 
Indianapolis, a Princeton junior, told of 
being trapped with Charles Frazier, an- 
other student, in a saloon and attacked 
with fists, glassed and dishes by a gang 
of fifteen or twenty roughs when the 
two tried to telephone to Mr, Garvin 
that they were barred out of polling 
places, and that one of them had been 
arrested on a flimsy charge. ° 

According to the witnesses, a dozen 
policemen, who, had searched the pair 
twice ‘ for+ ¢oficdaled weapons and hed 
warned them- against telephoning to the 
Site habefence lounged less than a half 
block away, and disappeared when the 
injured men limped back to the point 
from which they had started. 

They were backed into a corner and a 
man gathered an armful of glasses and 
dishes and started to throw them. 

‘‘Some one hit me on the jaw with his 
fist,’’ continued Willlamson, ‘' and 
jlost consciousness until I was in the 
street. In carrying me out Mr. Frazier 
stumbled and I fell against some cob- 
blestones. This brought me to, and with 
Frazier supporting me we made our 
way back to where we had left the oth- 
ers, only a few feet away. My head 
was bleeding from several cuts, includ- 
ing this wound over the temple. The 
saloon was owned by Phil Grant and

Several Men Accused. 


The committee permitted Williamson 
to read a list of men he believed to 
have been in the gangs.

had been beaten unconscious by some

The other marriage was 
between the: Duke. of Sparta and 
Princess Elizabeth of Rumania. 

The civil ceremony took place in the 
Palace.

STARTS OUT FOR SEAL HUNT 


Newfoundland Removes Restrictions 
to Increase Value of Catch. 


8ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland, March 
10.—All legal restrictions for the protec- 
tion of seals have been removed from 
the operations of the Newfoundland 
sealing fleet which sailed from here to- 
day on its annual hunt. Nine steamers 
made the start, eight for the northeast 
coast of the colony and one, the Viking, 
for the Guilt of St. Lawrence. The work 
among the treacherous ice floes is dan- 
gerous and it is seldom that a season 
passes without some loss in the fleet. 

. Because the last two seasons were the 
most disastrous on record from the point 
of view of total catch and net value of 
seal products obtained, the Government 
decided to suspend for this year the 
protective laws designed to prevent too 
serious depletion of the sea) herds. In 
1916 eleven véssels brought back 41, 302 
seal pelts, with a net value of $642, 4 
last. year the fleet of nine vessels 
tained only 33,985 pelts with a net value 
of $150,049.

14 to April 20, is extended to May 1,

QUEER GERMAN EXPORTS. 
Mr. K1piinc has argued convincingly 
that romance is not dead, on land or 
sea or in the air. _But the romance of 
the sea in all ‘ages has been less an 
affair of those who go down to the sea 
in ships than of those who go down 
to the waterfront to look at ships, 
this classification including both ship- 
news reporters and desk-bound land- 
lubbers who yearn for the South Sea 
isles; and some of these have doubt- 
less felt the melancholy which Mr. 
MASEFIELD has expressed in a poem 
that contrdsts the tramp freighter of 
today, laden with vulgarly utilitarian 
articles of commerce, and the ships of 
Tarshish that brought ivory, apes and 
peacocks to SOLOMON’s court. 

Of course; the sailors cannot be 
blamed for the-deterioration of foreign 
trade. ~ They bring back in all ages 
the articles for which there is a de- 
mand—though it-@oes seem, from the 
narrative ‘of the subsequent reign of 
RE¥OBOAM, that there was plenty of 
ivory in Jerusalem already without 
bringing any more from Tarshish. But 
the theory that a supply is created by 
a demand hardly explains the curious 
assortment of. goods just brought to 
Galveston by a freighter arrived from 
German ports. The. cargo includes 
sugar beet seed, hops, toys, skulls, 
tusks and print paper. The first and 
last items are plausible enough. But 
what Teutonic malignance is it that 
sends hops into Texas, home of the 
kiln-dried Senator’ SHEPPARD and 
heaven knows how many’ prohibition- 
ists who regard hesitation over the 
interpretation’ of concurrent power as 
mere loose thinking? , Texas should 
look to her welfare; she is being cor- 
rupted. - And what use has Texas for 
skulls? Whose skulls are they? Ger- 
many has striven so desperately to- 
evade most,of the: provisions of the 
Treaty that one suspects she is 
trying to smuggle out the famous 
skull of Sultan MK wawa, with a few 
dozen more to keep him company. 
And tusks. Why tusks for Texas? 
In the great days of Texas her citi- 
zens gréw their own tusks and didn’t 
need to import skulls; If the romance 
of the sea is still alive, there is reason 
to fear that we have seen the last of 
the romance of Texas. 








FACTS DECIDING POLICY. 

It is now a week since Mr. Har- 
DING- became President,~and all the 
indications of his attitude toward in- 
ternational questions within that time 
have been reassuring and hopeful. 
The Administration is new, but the 
facts are the same old ones which the 
country was facing before. And it is 
the hard fact that must determine 
sound policy. Campaign excite- 
ments and artificialities—even cam- 
paign promises, rashly made—have to 
yield to the stern realities of official 
responsibility. And it seems to be 
with a strong sense of the actual that 
the Government at.Washington is ad- 
dressing itself to the problems in 
which we are inextricably involved 
with Europe. 

First came the decision not to aban- 
don the military position held by our 
troops within German territory. This 
was not a matter of mere sentiment, 
one way or the other. The Adminis- 
tration had to consider a proposed act 
and to study the sane consequences, 
in the dry light of reason. And then 
it “was at once discovered that, the 
Germay temper being what it is, and 
the desires and peace of France and 
England being what they are, it would 
never do to, make even a gesture 
which might be misinterpreted. So 
ithe American Watch on the Rhine re- 
mains. : 

Next has come the indefinite post- 
ponement of the Knox resolution forg 
a separate pea®& with Germany. Sen- 
ator Knox’ himself, to bé sure, asserts 
that he intends to introduce and press 
it. But he is careful to add that in 
this he is not speaking for the Ad- 
ministration, The resolution is his 
own cherished creation, the visible 
proof of his superior statesmanship, 
and he naturally -hates to see it 
dropped. But that it is to’be dropped, 
at least out of the Administration 
program, all the Washington cor- 
respondents agree. Here again it is 
not the foregoing flourish but the 
present concrete situation »that has 
been decisive. The Admigistration 
simply cannot:favor the Knox resolu- 
tion, which everybody can now see 
would delight Germany, depress the 
Allies, and put in hazard for ourselves 
the results, both materiat and moral, 
of victory in the war. .

THE CHARTER COMMISSION. 

There is a general belief that the 
government of this city needs to be 
inquired into. The Senate has passed, 
and presumably the Assembly will 
pass, the bill introduced by Senator 
BuRLINGAME of Kings creating a 
mixed commission of twenty-three 
members, besides the Mayor and Con- 
troller as ex officio fhembers, to in- 
vestigate the local government of 
Greater New York and to examine the 
Greater New York Charter and the 
loca] laws generally, and to propose 
amendments’ or even a new charter. 
The powers of the committee are of 
the broadest. It is to look into the 
methods of doing business in all 
branches of municipal administration. 
It is to find out overlapping functions 
in offices, if such there are, and to 
recommend improvements in organiza- 
tion and savings of cost. 

There ought to be a thorough and 
impartial investigation, nct for polit- 
ical or temporary purposes, but with a 
view to lasting ameliorations. It is 
doubtful if a large committee is best 
suited to the purpose. If the Legis- 
lature were willing to amend the More- 
land act so as to give Governor MILLER 
the power to appoint investigators, 
that would’ be the most businesslike 
and the fairest way. The proposed 
commission will include four Senators 
and four Assemblymen from the city 
and fifteen members to be appointed 
by the Governor: Thus he will be 
able to name the greater number of 
commissioners, but they will not be 
responsible to him alone, as they would 
be under the amended Moreland act. 
There are too many commissioners; 
and there is the usual danger of polit- 
ical wrangling and of contradictory re- 
ports. Moreover, since the commission 
is to report and recommend at its dis- 
cretion to the Legislature from time 
to time, it is possible that whatever is 
discovered will be used for transient 
political ends or that the whole pro- 
ceeding will drag and dawdle and come 
to nothing. 

Still, the inquiry is necessary. The 
commission has a great opportunity, 
if {t wilk work honestly for good gov- 
ernment and neglect small-potato par- 
tisanship. The Legislature is willing 
to put the responsibility upon the Gov- 
ernor. It will be his commission, since 
he is to name the majority of its mem- 
bers. No doubt his appointments will 
show his just appreciation of that re- 
sponsibility. 


“HUMANIZING” THE POST OFFICE. 

Our always amiable and inatructive 
friend WiLL Hays is going to ‘‘ hu- 
manize "” the Post Office Department. 
To those who lag behind the refine- 
ments of contemporary speech, the 
word ‘‘ humanize " looks a little queer 
at first. What Government official 
comes nearer to the business and 
bosom than the postman? He is an 
acquaintance, a friend. The men and 
women who collect our income taxes 
are privately as ‘‘human# and mel- 
low as the postmen, but they are 
clothed with an austere function 
which we venerate but kick at, amd 
they are not in the daily public eye. 
The postal clerks and the railway mail 
clerks ‘and the multitude of Post Office 
employés at Washington aren't in the 
daily eye either, but the Post Office 
brings us business ‘as well as pleasure. 
It is romance.as well as &ffairs. As 
for the country postmaster, who could 
be semore ‘‘ human’? To millions he 
or ‘she is the familiar representative 
of Government as well as a gossip, 
friend and political oracle. 

In purposing to ‘‘ humanize ” what 
has never been dehumanized Mr. 
Hays reminds us only by accidental 
consonance of those beautiful senti- 
ments of which “‘ my young friend, 
Jo,” was 40 unworthy: ‘‘ You are a 
‘‘ human boy, my young friend. A 
‘‘ human boy. Oh, glorious to be a 
‘**human-boy!’’ He means to show 
the Post Office employés his good- 
will. Let us all work heartily, he 
means, to run the Post Office Depart- 
ment to the satisfaction of our fellow- 
citizens. As an Indiana man,’ tinc- 
tured with. humane letters and bub- 
bling with poesy, hie puts his thoughts 
in a romantic form. He says that the

as ‘they have the hand to do the job 
‘‘well; and they shall have the heart

So it is a 
pleasure to hear Mr. Hays. promise 
fair treatment to the 300,000 Post 
Office civil servants, ‘‘ pledged to 
**/serve all the people and honestly 
** discharging that duty.” 


PRACTICAL HELP FOR CHINA. 

The sympathy: aroused by the suf- 
ferers from the famine in Northern 
China has provoked a number of 
offers of relief in kind. California 
wheat growers, Middle Western corn 
growers, Northwestern dealers in 
prunes and salmon have offered large 
quantities of their products to the 
committee in charge of the relief funds 
in America. Some of those contribu- 
tions might be made available if Con- 
gress should appropriate money for 
free transportation across the Pacific, 
but the bill failed in the session just 
ended, and to get it through the new 
Congress would take a good deal of 
time. It should not be forgotten that 
there is a good prospect that this 
Summer's wheat crop in the five 
stricken provinces will be a good one— 
good enough “to end the suffering 
caused by the shortages of the past 
two or three years. The period of 
greatest need is that immediately 
ahead—March, April and May. The 
loss of time now means a loss of life. 

And in,other parts of China there 
is plenty of food to relieve the worst 
suffering if it can be bought and 
transported to the scene of the famine. 
That food will be cheaper, and will 
arrive sooner, than any that could 
be sent fram this side; and the work 
of the Red Cross and other agencies 
is improving the facilities for dis- 
tribution. The present, need, and the 
great need from this time on till the 
end of the emergency, is money to 
buy this food and bring«it to the 
famine district. Contributions should 
be sent to the China Famine Fund, 


t Bible House, New York’City. 


SECRETARY HOOVER’S TASK. 

When HERBERT HOOVER accepted the 
post of Secretary of Commerce there 
were those who thought the man was 
too big for the job. They wondered 
why he. was content to take a back 
seat in the Cabinet, for had not his 
fame as Food Administrator in the 
war sounded through the world? The 
Interior Department seemed to be the 
proper field for him, the» Department 
of Commerce would not test his capac- 
ity, and so.on. As a matter of fact, 
there were opportunities for organ- 
ization and development in the De, 
partment of Commerce that only a 
man of Mr. Hoover’s genius and tire- 
less industry could make the most of. 
No man could be too big for the office. 
He understood what could be done for 
American / business by a_ Secretary 
with a free hand, and he entered the 
Cabinet with the understanding that 
he should be allowed to carry out his 
plans to make the department more 
useful. 

The Federal Trade Information Ser- 
vice now outlines those plans. The 
existing Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce is to he made over 
into two bureaus. Secretary HOoOvER 
will give his personal attention mainly 
to developing domestic trade. He pro- 
poses to organize a sub-bureau of 
transportation, which will co-operate 
with the Interstate Commerce Com; 
mission and with the Shipping Board 
in the work of solving transportation 
problems for the benefit of the Ameri- 
can business man. But this is not all. 
Commercial aviation, good roads, in- 
land waterways, marketing and distri- 
bution, and radio communications will 
be the concern of the new Secretary, 
with all the resources within the scope 
of his @epartment that he can utilize. 

This. seems an ambitious program, 
perhaps beyond the strength and skill 
of even so able a man as HERBERT 
Hoover, but Section 3 of the organic 
act of Feb. 14, 1908, provides that 
‘* it shall be the province and duty of 
‘‘ said department to foster, promote 
‘* and develop the foreign and domes- 
‘* tic commerce, the mining, manu- 
‘* facturing, shipping and fishing in- 
‘* dustries, the labor industries, and 
**the transportation facilities of the 
‘* United States.’’ Since then a sepa- 
rate Labor Department has been cre- 
ated. 
retary REDFIELD said: 

Jt is assumed that this law was 
meant to be taken seriously; that the 
duties imposed by it upon the De- 
partment of Commerce were real 
duties; and that it should have the 
authority and the responsibility of 
performing them.

IMPROVING THE STATE GOVERN- 
MENT. 

In the rush and pressure of legista- 
tion at Albany, the pending amend- 
ments of the State Constitution should 
not be overlooked. One of them 
which was passed by the Legislature 
last year provides for the -consolida- 
tion of administrative. departments. 
On’the desirability of this there is 
general agreement. Governor MILLER 
is understood to favor it, though he 
has gone ahead to do a certain amount 


of consolidating and eliminating by- 
4statutory changes. But the improve- 


ment which one Legislature may ef- 
fect another one might undo. Lasting 
assurance of the betterment could be 
given only by a constitutional amend- 
ment. This one should without fail 
be submitted to the people in the next 
election. 

Another change proposed is to give 
the Governor a term of four years, 
and to make him, the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, the Controller and the Attorney 
General the only elected State officials. 
Still another amendment would pro- 
vide for an executive budget. The 
edvantages of this are now universally 
conceded. Governor MELLER has been 
doing valiant work in cutting down 
the estimated State expenditures, éven 
under the present awkward system, 
but there is no doubt that more could 
be done, nfgre permanently, if the new 
plan could be made use of. The Legis- 
lature ought to allow the citizens to 
vote upon all of the suggested amend- 
ments.

commentary on the way languages usu- 
ally are taught in sfhool, for the child 
acquires facility in the use of his mother 
tongue merely by constant practice in 
speaking and hearing and has no help— 
or hindrance—from dictionaries and 
grammars: His acquisitions, too, are 
made without any conscious effort— 
they arte incidental, that is, to the car- 
rying on of life’s other activities. 

To this general rule, as to most others, 
there are exceptions. However it may 
be as to speaking English, JosePH Con- 
RAD writes it in a way that makes no 
revelation of the fact that until—he 
reached adult age it was a foreign lan- 
guage to him, and an even more notable 
exception, perhaps, was brought to the} 
attention of all who heard the address 
delivered Wednesday evening by IcNAcs 
JAN PADEREWSKI at the Hotel Astor. 

So much impressed were Mr. PADEREW- 
8KI's privileged auditors by other merits 
of his speech than the quality of jts 
English that some of them may not hdve 
noticed the pecullar excellence of~-his 
diction and pronunciation; but those who 
did notice it realized that there are few 
American or British orators, and those 
few the very best, who speak better than 
he their own language. 

Mr. PaDEREWSKI'8s command of English 
is practically perfeet. It is for him a 
vehicle for the swift and easy expres- 
sion of his widely diversified thoughts 
and emotions, and he ‘has even passed 
the point attained by those foreigners 
who, though they’ speak good English, 
are obliged constantly and obviously to 
select their words with care and who 
never venture on the linguistic elisions 
and contractions that come so naturally 
to the native-born in.every tongue. Mr. 
PADEREWSKI can be correct without be- 
ing consciously careful, and that is more 
than can be said for many of our good 
speakers who, unlike him, have had to 
overcome bad habits of speech estab- 
lished in youth. 


Further discussion 
seems to be deserved 
by the  often-heard 
statements to the ef- 
fect that people are 
tired of reading about the war and 
that the author with a manuscript on 
that subject, whether history or fiction, 
will be told by every publisher to whom 
he offers it that there is no longer a 
demand, and therefore no longer a 
market, for literary wares of that kind. 

As already suggested in this column, 
the assumption that a general war 
weariness exists among readers is ‘a 
false one. The reception which not a 
few recent war books have received from 
the buying public shows that this is 
not true, and the impressien that it is 
comes in great part as the result of a 
disguised propaganda directed against 
the publishers by those whose interest 
it is that talk about the war should 
cease, All pacifists, all Ge and 
pro-Germans, and all foes of “éne or 
more of the nations that conquered 
Germany are-they who really are tired 
of war books and war stories in the 
magazines, for all such books and 
stories are arraignments of these folk, 
and by them, with good reason, are dis- 
liked. 

But there is something more to the 
situation than this, and there has been 
a real change in the réading public's 
demand. While the war. was on, so 
eager was the desire to hear about it, 
especially. in detail from active par- 
ticipants, that all théy ote: had a 
ready sale and prompt publication: The 
result was that much of what appeared 
in print was of poor literary quality— 
the crudely written narratives. of ~— 
who had seen or done much, but : 
unable to tell well what had oh 
and done. At present only the work of 
really able writers is wanted, ‘but that 
work.is wanted just as much as ever.

SOUTH IN THE WAR. 


Its Part Overlooked by a French 
Commentator. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the study of President Wilson con- 
tained in ‘‘ Great Men and Great Days,”’ 
the new k by Stephane Lauzanne, 
the well-known French editor, the fol- 
lowing statements are made: 

“ For early in 1917 the mind of Amer- 
{ca was far from unanimous in desiring 
war. All America was divided into 
three parts. There. was the Atlantic 
coast, cold, foggy, wrapped in snow, 
which had nevertheless been enraged by 
the violation of Belgium, which had 
trembled with anger at the torpedoing of 
the Lusitania, which had been stirred by 
the flaming voices of its Roosevelts, its 
Becks, its Mannings, its Hibbens, its 
Herricks, its Butlers and its Parkers. 
On the other hand, there was the Mid- 
dle West—-Chicago, . Milwaukee, Cincin- 
nati, St.) Louis and the surrounding 
region—full of Germans or the descend- 
ants of ‘Germans, further off, more dis- 
posed to wait and to equivocate. And 
finally, on the other side of the Rocky 
Mountains there was the Pacific coast,” 
&e. . 
And again: 

**It was and will remain to the im- 
perishable credit of President Wilson 
that he solidified the three sections of 
America.”’ 

The omission to name the section 
which should have been mentioned to 
complement the sum of the United States 
of America is'as striking as an absent 
arm or a missing leg of spme man in 
the.street. It is surprising to hear from 
a distinguished man of letters of ‘‘ the 
three sections of AmericaxX’ and that 
‘‘all America was divided into three 
parts.” In view of the fact: that Vir- 
ginia, home of Washington and ‘‘ Mother 
of Presidents,’’ lies within that division 
of the country which .M. Lauzanne does 
not speak of; that Lafayette visited the 
South: that the French founded New 
Orleans and colonized Louisiana to a 
large extent; that Woodrow Wilson 
himself. lived in the Sout during a 


considerable portion of his life; that 
the Southern States supply France with 
the most of its cotton; that thousands 
upon thousands of their best young men 
fought in thesegreat war to help save 
France from destruction, vast numbers 
of-them dying in the effort; that South- 
ern mountaineers (the famous Thirtieth 
Division), 
were the first to break the Hindenburg 
line; that Alvin W. Yorke, the meee 
conspicuous private soldier of the wa 
because of amazing individual 
prowess—accounted such by the French 
themselves, and recipient from France 
of her highest awards for heroism on the 
field of battle—is a native of Tennessee— 
in view of all these facts, M. Lensene’ ‘8 
overlooking the South as one of the 
sections which President Wilson “ solidi- 
fied ’’ is curious, alma grotesque.

Tax on Capital Gains.’ 
To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

As you have devoted considerable space to 
editorial discussion of taxation of capital 
gains you may be interested in a recent 
French decision on the subject, 

The following matter is quoted from The 
London Economist, issue of Feb. 5, 1921, 
Page 224, and is embodied in correspondence 
from Paris under date of Feb. 1: 

‘‘An extremely important point of law af- 
fecting the system of premium bond drawings, 
which is so widely popular in this country, 
-has just been decided by the Conseil d’Etat. 
It has hitherto been held by the fisca] au- 
thorities that persons who have been lucky 
enough to draw winning numbers entitling 
them to premiums—whith in these days fre- 


france—must be regarded as Mable to have 
such sums treated as part of their incom¢ 
for the year and be taxed accordingly. In 
the case of a ‘gros lot,’ amounting to 
1,000,000 francs, therefore, the winner would | ©, 
be liable to pay something like 50 per cént. 
as income tax on his windfall, and would 
consequently receive not the million he had 
been led to expect when he invested his money 
in thé particular issue coricerned, but only 
496,000 francs. This was the view held by the 
former Finance Minister, M. Francois Marsal, 
and many other authorities.

Premier's Widow Asks Pardon of

MADRID, March 10.—The funeral. of 
;Eduarda Dato, the Spanish Premier, 
which was held today, was a simple one. 
The body was placed in a hearse drawn 
by two horses and conveyed to the 
Chamber of Deputies and later taken 
.to'the San Isidro Cemetery. The coffin 
enclosing the body of the Premier was 
an unpretentious one. 

Sefior Dato left His fortune, amount- 
ing to 2,000,000 pesetas, to nie wife and 
three daughters 

King Alfonso was present, as “well as 
‘all the Government officials, members 
-of the Diplomatic Corps and iarge num- 
bers of citizens of Spain. There was 
pace a simple service. held in the Dato 
residence prior to the removal: of the 
body to the Chamber. Leaving the 
Chamber the coffin ‘was placed on a gun 
carriage. The cortége then moved 
through the Plaza Canovas and thence 
to the cemetery. 

King Alfonso was the object of loyal 
demonstrations during the funeral pro- 
cession, in which he marched on foot 
behind the body of the Premier. Dur- 
ing. the procession a stop for a brief 
requiem was made at the Pantheon. 

From the Pantheon the cortége, ac- 
fompanied by relatives and friends, pro-. 
ceeded to the cemetery, where the body 
was buried beside that of the Premier’s 
. ittle daughter. 

Huley Hafid, former Sultan of Moroc- 
co, attended the funeral and marched in 
the procession. 

At the invitation of King Alfonso that 
Sefiora Dato make some request of him, 
the widow of the Premier asked for the

Mississippi River in 1874.

CHICAGO, March 10.—Colonel David 
Morgan Edgerton, formerly of St. Louis, 
died here tonight at the James C. King 
Home for Aged Men, aged 86 years. 
Colonel Edgetton was one of the found- 
ers of the Republican Party. He was 
best known as a builder of railroads, 
having built the Kansas Pacific Rail- 
road, the first road west of the Missis- 
sipp! River, in 1874. 

When he built the Kansas Pacific, he 
performed the feat of swimming across 
the Missouri River with General William 
T. Sherman. General Sherman, with 
his soldiers, fought off the Indians while 
the intrepid railroad builder pushed for- 
ward laying the steel rails along the 
old wagon and Indian trails. 

He became successively President of 
the Denver Pacifice the Junction City 
and Fort Kearney, the Solomon Valley 
and many other of. the earlier Western 
railroads now lo since absorbed by 
the giant system of today.

of stock. . is 

In the Goodrich case the Government 
won its case in the lower court, but 
after careful study the Solicitor Geheral 
has informed the Supreme Court that 
the Department of Justice is forced to 
the conclusion that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue erroneously con- 
strued the statute in that case. 

Accordingly, Solicitor General Frierson 
has asked the court to reverse the judg- 
ment of the lower court in favor of the 
Government and place the reversal ‘on 
the ground alone that the plaintiff is 
entitled to recover one of the items of 
taxes sued for, but not the other. 

Two items of income which Goodrich 
Was: required to include in his return 
‘and upon whic he paid taxes are in- 
* volved in the case argued today. Good- 

. ich ‘bought 1,000 shares of the capital 
- gtock of a mining company in 1912 at 60 
cents a share, paying in all $500. On 
March 1, 1913, the stock had advanced 
in price until it was worth 69% cents a 
share. He held it, however, until 1916, 
when it was worth more than $13 a 
share, and sold it for $13,931.22. The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue re- 
quired him to report an item of income 
equdl to the difference between the 
gelling price and $695, its value .on 
March 1, 1913, or $13,236.22. 

Shares by Gift and Bequest. 


. Prior to 1912 Goodrich was also the 
owner of certain shares of stock in 
the B. F. Goodrich Company, which 
he had Previously received by gift and 
bequest from his mother. In. 1912 this 
Ohio company transferred its business 
end assets to a new corporation of the 
same name organized under the laws 
‘ot New. York. 

Goodrich exchanged his shares of 
stocks in the Ohio company and received 
fix: return cash and shares of stock in 
the New York cprporation. At that time 
the fair market value of the shares in 
the New York corporation was $81 a 
share, Inaking the value of 3,600 shares 
received by plaintiff in error $291,600. 
On March 1, 1913, however, their value 
was only about $41.25 per share, or $148,- 
635.50. Subsequently they increased in 

rice until they were sold in 1916 for 

69,346.25. This was $22,253.76 less than 
their value in 1912, but $120,710.75 more 
than their value on Magch 1, 1913. Good- 
rich was required to report this latter 
“amount as an item of taxable income.

GENERALS RETAIN COMMAND 


Senate’s Failure to Confirm Met by 
Special Orders.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Failure of 
the Senate to confirm the nominations 
of officers-for appointment to the grade 
of General officer has resulted in bring- 
ing about in the army several peculiar 
situations. 

In the Third Corps area, at Fort How- 
ard, Md., Major Gen. Cronkite, the 
commanding General, reverted to the 
grade of Brigadier General on March 
4, and became junior to Brig. Gen. 
Harry F. Hodges, who is commanding 
the ‘Chird Coast Artillery district at 
Baltimore. 

In the Fifth Corps area Major Gen. 
Read, the commanding General, reverted 
te the grade of Brigadier General and 
thereby became. junior to Brig.

Samuel D. Sturgis, commanding Camp 
Sherman, Ohio. In the Fourth Divi- 
sion, Major Gen. Muir, the division 
commander, reverted to the grade of 
Brigadier General and thereby became 
junior to Brig. Gen. R. M. Blatchford, 
who is commanding a brigade of that 
division. ' 

Under the authority of the 119th 
Article of War, the President may as- 
sign the command of corps areas and 
divisions without regard to seniority of 
rank in the same grade,. Under this au- 
thority the War Department has ‘issued 
orders directing that Generals Cronk- 
hite, Read and Muir remain, in command 
of their respective divisions. r : 

The chiefs of infantry, cavalry and 
field atrillery reverted to the rank of 
Colonel on account of the failure to con- 
firm them as Major Generals, and the 
War Department has issued the neces- } 
sary orders assigning Colonel Farns- 
worth as Acting Chief of Infantry, Colo- 
nel Holbrook as Acting Chief of Cav- 
alry, and: Colonel Snow as Acting Chief 
of Field Artillery. 

All the other officers who failed of 
confirmation and who reverted to their 
former rank were in positions’ where 
they could continue their duties without 
special orders being issued.

Veterans’ Join ‘In Urging Big At- 
tendance at Demonstration 
on March 18.

Mayor Hylan continued to be. the 
object of attack yesterday for permit- 
ting the “ Rhine Horror’’ meeting in 
Madisén Square Garden. Lieut. Col, A.

Each of the latest 
posts to pass resolutions urged a big 
“all-American” attendance af the 
counter-demonstration to be held in the 
Garden on March 18. 

The action of Richmond Hill Post, the 
first to condemn Mayor Hylan for al- 
lcwing the meeting, was endorsed by 
the Executive Committee of the Rich- 
mond Hill Civic Association, the largest 


civic organization in Queens County. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Robert Stowe Gill Post, 
with headquarters in the Lambs’ Club, 
a@ resolutiqgn was adopted in which it 
was declared tc be the sense of the 
meeting ‘‘ that it is impossible for any 
man oF woman to hold allegiance to two 
nations, and that there is no place in 
our national life for hyphenated Amert- 
cans,’’ and since at the Garden meet- 
ing ‘‘ several speakers claiming Ameri- 
can citizenship. did, by word and act, 
hurl insulting epithets at the President 
of the Unit tates and indulged in 
disparaging remarks concerning our 
dead comrades,” it was resolved that the

CAUSE SHIPPING ROW 


Board Official Calls Anchoring 
System Off Staten Island 
“Criminal.”

Capt. Parker Anspects 38 Freighters 

and Denies They Are Rotting— 
Attacks Wharf Owners. 


There is considerable difference of 
opinion among officials of the United 
States Shipping Board at this port as 
to whether thirty-eight cargo steamships 
withdrawn from trade and laid up off 
Prall’s Island, Staten Island, are prac- 
tically uncared for, and deteriorating to 
a degree that will cost the Government 


millions of dollars to repair them, or 
are being properly looked after so that 
there. will be a material saving in 
wharfage fees. 

It was learned yesterday that affairs 
came to such a pass several days ago 
that Washington was called on to in- 
vestigate. Marine Superintendent Cap- 
tain W. Parker and two agents of the 
board phen Washington went down to 
the anchorage yesterday and inspected 
the vessels. Captain Parker said after- 
ward that the agents had expressed the 
opinion that the steamships were being 
properly cared for. 

The trouble began several months ago 
when the falling off in trade necessitated 
the laying off of many of the board's 
freight -ships. Superintendent Parker 
decided that instead of paying wharfage, 
which it was estimated would cost ap- 
proximately $350,000 a year, it would be 
more satisfactory to anchor the unused 
vessels. This has been done, and as eaoh 
was withdrawn from commission she 
was anchored off Prall’s Island. The 
crews have been discharged except on 
seven steamships. It is the duty of 
these men to look after the other vessels. 

An official of the board who would 
not allow his name to be used said yes- 
terday that the vessels were not put in 
good shape before they were laid up, 
and that no fenders were used to pre- 
vent their hammering each other. Ship- 
ping Board vessels have been laid up 
at other ports, but, he said, this was 
the only place where no proper pre- 
cautions were taken to_reduce deterlo- 
ration to a minimum. Captain Parker 
plan, he affitmed, was criminal, and he 
thought that to save $350,000 a year in 
wharf fees the Government would in 
the end have to pay at least $10,000,000 
before the ships could be made ready 
for service. Many of the vessels, he 
said, are rusting, and at low_water they 
rest on the mud. : 

‘““My opinion is that this talk was 
started by wharf profiteers wha are los- 
ing the money that would be theirs if 
the vessels were allowed to stay along- 
side their wharfs,’’ said Captain Parker. 

““One of the theories advanced is that 
chemicals in the water are causing the 
ships to deteriorate. That is ridiculous. 
Steel ships that are not cared for will 
deteriorate whether they are anchored 
or alongside docks. The _ deterforation 
{is only that to which all vessels are 
subject to when not in uSe. They are 
being well cared for. As to rust, these 
Winter months, when frost and cold is 
in the steel, is no time to paint them. 
When the proper time comes they will 
be repainted.’’ 

According to the available list of 
withdrawals, some of the vessels tied 
up at this port are: Lake Flanders, 4,145 
tons; West Nohono, 8,500 tons; Am- 
pridge, 9,774 tons; Wtoswan, 8,756 tons; 
Cabegon, 8,756 tons; Marica, 12,500 tons; 
Edellyn, 12,100 tons; South Bend, 12,000 
tons, and West Grama, 8,171 tons. 


COAL UNLOADERS STRIKE. 


Threat to Cut Wages on Barges 
Drives 700 Men Out. 


Approximately 700 men employed \in 
the loading and unloading of coal and 
grain barges went on strike yesterday 
because of a $20 a month wage cut. 
Business Agent James Matthew of the 
Tidewater Boatmen’s Union, said that 
the strike would-be extended if any more 
of the barge owners attempted to cut 


wages. That the strike was not greater 
he said was because many of the own- 
ers did not carry out their threat to 
lower the pay of their workers. 

The walkout was directed against 
about a dozen concerns, which were 
said to have attempted to reduce the 
resent wage of $110 to $90 a month. 
Union officials said that the pd barge 
companies and some of the smaller ones 
had reconsidered their plan for reduc- 
tion. Six companies, it was reported, 
settled with the union yesterday.

ALBANY, March :10.—Tnat the Legis- 
lature will attempt to pass bills designed 
to restore nominations by convention 
was indicated today in the introduction 
by Senator Walton of Ulster of ‘a 
measure which eventually will form ‘the 
basis of legislation embodying Governor 
Miller's views. 

The Governor announced that he would 
send a message dealing with this sub- 
ject to the Legislature in the near 
future. . 

The Walton bill is identical with one 
the Senator introduced at the last ses- 
sion, but which was not pressed, . fol- 
lowing’ the announcement of Governor 
Smith that he would veto it. It provides 
for nomination by convention of State 
and judicial officers and may be amend- 
ed to include Congressional, county, mu- 
nicipal and town and city officials as 
well. There undoubtedly will be other 
amendments, the nature of which could 
not be ascertained. 

In some quarters the introduction. of 
the Walton bill is regarded as an at- 
tempt to force by Monday night a ma- 
i report from the Joint gislative 

lections .Committee, which ' has ‘been 
charged with recommending changes in 
the Blection law and submitting sug- 
gestions to the Legislature with regard 
to the proposed repeal of the Direct 
Primary law. The committee’ has been 
unable to agree on a majority report. 


Committee Split on Report. 


Two of the five..members, - Senators 
Whitely of Monroe and Ames of Catta- 
raugus, Republicans, favor reporting the 
provisions incorporated in the Walton 
bill, possibly as ultimately amended, but 
the third Republican member, Assem- 


blyman Caulfield of Brooktyn, has re- 
fused to sign such a report. ‘The two 
Democratic members, Minority Leader 
James J. Walker of the Senate and As- 
semblyman Bloch of New York City, 
have alrea submitted: a minority re- 
port opposing repeal, Assemblyman 
Caulfield has also withheld approval of 
that report. 

The Walton Dill, as it now reads, 
would not remove the chief obstacle in 
he way of effective fusion in New York 
City in the coming municipal campaign: 
Its provision for nomination’ by conven- 
tion does not apply to municipal or 
other local elections. Failure to obtain 
sanction in the Republican city primaries 
four years ago for the candidacy of 
Mayor Mitchel wrecked his chance for 
re-election.

ALBANY, March 10.—After a some- 
what acrimonious debate the Senate to- 
day passed without dissent the Daven- 
port bill, which embodigs reorganization 
of the State Tax Commission along lines 
suggested by Governor Miller. The 
measure now goes. to the Assembly, 
which, it is.expected, will concur with- 
out much delay. 

The bill :passed today provides for the 
creation of a single-headed commission 
-which is to take the place of the present 
bady, composed of three members, and 
for the transfer of certain taxihg func- 
tions from the Controller’s office and the 
department of the Secretary of State to 
it. Another measure, not yet drafted, 
will create the machinery for the new 
department. ° : 

The bill doeS not meet all the Gover- 
nor's suggestions. Tha Controller will 
continue.to administer the laws govern- 
ing the levying of the direct tax, the 
tax to provide State aid toward school 
teachers’ ‘salaries, the stock transfer tax 
and the licensing of private detective 
agencies and certain corporations. There 
is not much patronage connected with 
these functions, however, compared with 
what the: Controller will lose through the 
transfer of the Income Tax Bureau and. 
the administration of .the inheritance 
tax tojthe new commission. The Secre- 
tary of State, through the bill -passed 
today, will be stripped of all his patron- 
age and functions relating to the licens- 
ing of motor vehicles and operators.

From the Wall Street viewpoint, the 
incident is disquieting; but it is so for 
the same reason as the shut-downs and 
wage reductions in various manufactur- 
ing industries, because of the emphasis 
which it lays on the character of a situ- 
ation which was already visible to 
everybody. In the case of the railways 
there is reason-to welcome the bringing 
of the question to an issue. The great- 
est danger was that matters might, 
through force of circumstances, be al- 
lowed to drift. Yesterday’s distinct an- 
nouncement from Washington that a 
“sweeping investigation ’’ of the whole 
railway situation would be introduced 
in the Senate on the first day of the 
extra session was in that respect reas- 
suring. Even a ‘hostile investigation 
would elicit facts which are quite be- 
yond dispute. But the proposed inves- 
tigation could not well be hostile when 
Congress will have to determine, for 
itself and for the people at large, why 
its own purposes as distinctly outlined 
in the Railway act of a year ago have 
entirely failed of fulfillment. Having 
established that, the committee would 
also naturally have to inquire whether 
there is any other practicable solution 
than reduction of labor costs. 

Little attention was given to the Eu- 
ropean treaty complications, and Euro- 
pean markets gave no more evidence of 
concern than our own did. Sterling ex- 
change advanced again, recovering 
nearly all the: loss incurred since the 
London negotiations were broken off; 
its high rate of yesterday afternoon be- 
ing only % cent under last Monday’s top 
figure and only 144 under the highest of 
the year. In the day’s reports, the Steel 
Corporation’s- statement of orders on 
the books at the close of February at- 
tracted interest.

Enough Business on Hand to Run 

Plant’ Several Months at\65 ~*

The report of the unfilled tonnage on 
the books of the United States Steel 
Corporation at the, close of February 
shows another sharp decrease as a re- 
sult of the prevailing stagnation in. the 
industry. The toss in February amounted 
to 689,297 ‘tons, bringing the total of 
unfinished orders down to 6,983,867 tons. 
This™is the first time snice October of 
1919 that unfinished business has fallen 
below the 7,000,000-ton mark, the orders 
on hand at that time amounting. to 
‘6,472,668 tons. The redvttion reported 
in February had been expected in fi- 
nancia] circles, conservative estintites 
last week.calling for a loss of about 
600,000 tons. 7 

At the present rate -of. production, 
about 65 per cent. of capacity, the cor- 
poration. has business enough on hand 
to continue erations for several 
months.

Larger Producers Still Aloof 
From the Market, Holding | 
Out for 13. ~- 


FOREIGN DEMAND IS POOR 


Production 110,000,000 Pounds a 
_ Month, With Consumption Only 
70,000,000 Pounds. 


The price of copper metal again weak- 
ened yesterday and sold down to a new 
low record of 12 cents per pound, this 
being the lowest price recordéd since the 
early days of the World War. The de- 
clining price tells the true story of the 
copper trade. It is strictly a buyers’ 
market and inquiries are few and far 
between and what little business is be- 
ing done goes to producers and dealers 
who are willing to shade quotations. 
‘The larger producers are still holding 
aloof from the marke. according to the 
leading trade journal, at prices quoted 
at 13 cents pér pounu delivered, although 
it is stated that one would sell for 
prompt delivery at 12% cents. 

‘“ The amount of metal offered by cer- 
tain custom and trading interests seems 
tc more than fill all orders, so that price 
cutting is resorted to for the purpose of 
securing what business is to be had,”’ 
says the journal. ‘‘ Some tempting in- 
quiries for large ‘lots from certain 
‘electrical and steel corporations have 
strengthened this tendericy. One large 
interest is freely offering prompt copper 
today:.or 12 cents delivered. 

‘Foreign demand is very- poor, but 
some cash business has been done 
in England. The differential between 
standard and electrolytic in London has 
grown very small. 

“It is evident that even with the 
present curtailed copper production, 
stocks are accumulating. One estimate 
we heard places prouuction at 110,000,000 
pounds per month, and consumption. at 


70,900,000, thus leaving 40,000,000 pounds 
monthly surplus.’’ 


INDIAN SPECULATORS HIT. 


Falling Cotton Prices Upset Busi- 
ness of the Bazaars. 


BOMBAY, March 8.—The recent heavy 
decline in cotton has hit the bazaar 
speculators here, who have been buying 
continuously on the falling market, and 
fears were ‘expressed that today’s settle- 
ment might result in failures. The deal- 


ers consequently requested the contract 
board to postpone the settlement, but 
this was refused and the board pro- 
ceeded to fix ..e settlement price. 

The dealers were not satisfied with 
this action and called a metting to de- 
ciae upon their future course. 

The settlement price fixed by the con- 
tract board was 257 rupees per candee 
(784 pounds). 


1920 PUMP PROFITS DROP. 


Worthington Corporation’s Net 
$2,030,923, Against $3,257,- 
064 in 1919. 

The annual report of the Worthington 
Pump and Machinery Corporation for 
1920 shows net profits, after all charges, 
including Federal taxes, of $2,030,923, 
compared with $3,257,064 in 1919. After 
payment of dividends on both classes of 
preferred. stock, the balance is equal to 
$7.07 per share on the common stock, 
cympared with $17.29 in 1919. 

In the balance sheet inventory is car- 
ried at $13,249,516, against $12,850,224 
for 1919. Cash. on hand increases from 
$2,087,000 to $2,367,000. Unfilled orders 
on hand at the end of 1920 are valued 
at $9,724,011, against $8,784,542 at the 
end of 1919 and $26,161,850 in 1918. 

C. Philip Coleman, President of the 
company, in his remarks to stockhold- 
ers, said: 

“The volume of orders booked in the 
early part of the year was satisfactory, 
but definite evidence of existing condi- 
tions became more apparent in the lat- 
ter part of the year by the partial sus- 
pension of buying which then occurred, 
and which has continued to the present 
date. The total of the orders now being 


booked is below normal, but the volume 
of inquiries is large, and the hope may 

be justified that, with the srobability of 
an adjustment ‘of some of the major 
political and economic world problems, 
and with such adjustments in prices for 
manufactured goods, raw and. semi- 
raw materials, and in wages as can 
properly be made, a resumption in buy- 

ng will occur. 

“t wie for the year reached a vol- 
ume of $27,924,745, the major part of 
which was normal commefcial business, 
and only a small portion due to the 
completing of war orders.’ 


LEAD REDUCED TO 4 CENTS. 


Price Below That Figure Only Once 
In Last Fifteen Years. 


Following a temporary rally the price 
of lead has again been reduced to 4 
cents, duplicating the low level for the 
year. ‘‘ Lead below 4 cents per pound,”’ 
states The Engineering and Mining Jour- 
nal, ‘‘can only be visualized in com- 
pany with untisual times, such as the 
beginning of the war, the panic of 1907 
and similar periods.’ 

During only one of the last fifteen 
has the price dropped below 4 
cents per pound for any length of time, 
and that was in 1914. The-record of 
average ve iohan! follows:

“ What is appniin today in the lead

“Lead producers must now solve 
some of the problems faced by the cop- 
per companies. Fortunately for them, 
they have no unwieldy surplus stocks 


‘comparable to those. of the coppér pro- 


ducers, and have already taken steps t 
cut production heavily. In fact, one o 
argest: ‘lead producers in the coun- 
try has taken the bull by the horns and 
decided, as present prices. are below his 
cost of production, to purchase lead in 
the open. market, it being far cheaper to 
follow this procedure than to mine and 
market lead at a loss, besides depleting 
@ valuable asset.”’ 


China and Price of Silver.

It shall have charge of all 
matters relating to quotations, and ‘to 
wire connections between members and 
non-members, and shall approve or dis- 
approve any application for quotations 
and wire connections of the character 
referred to. 

‘“‘It shall enforce the rules relating to 
ccmmissions, partnerships and branch 
offices, and shall report to the Govern- 
ing Committee any violation of said 
rules or’ any partnership or branch 
office which may appear not to the in- 
terest or welfare of the exchange. 

“It shall have power to appoint, dis- 
miss and determine the number, duty 
and pay of all employes of said com- 


mittee and of all employes of the ex- 
change requisite to the collection and 
dissemination of quotations, and to make 
euch expenditures as it may deem neces- 
sary for the conduct of its business, and 
shall make reports thereof to the

BUILDING TRADE IMPROVES. 


February Expenditures $77,840,102, 
Galn of 32 Per Cent. Over January. 


There appears to be some improve- 
ment in the building ttade, according 
tg Bradstreet’s records of building per- 
mits, These show a total expenditure 
at 146 cities for the second month of 
the year of $77,840,102, a decrease of 
25 per cent. from February a year ago, 
but a gain of.32 per cent. over January 
this year. 

In connection with this decrease ;from 
February a year ago, it needs to be 
observed that the decrease in January 
from the like month a. year ago was 63 
per cent., and the falling off in De- 
cember was 52.8 per cent. In fact, it 
is necessary to go back to July last year 
to find a smaller decrease from the like 
month a year ago than was shown for 
February. An additionally favorable 
feature of the February as contrasted 
with the January returns is that while 
only one group, Néw England, shows a

stockings are dyed, the -whole process 
of its. manufacture is the same, up to 
the last point, with the nfanufacture of 
picric acid, which is one of the two 

reat shell-fillers used in war., By vary- 

€ the last process to a slight degree 
you can make the job result either in 
sulphur black to color your clothes or 
in picric acid to blow up your opponents’ 
trenches. 

‘“‘In the same way TNT is almost 
produced in the manufacture of a large 
“number of different dyes. You can turn 

a large se works overnight into an ex- 
siusites actory and get all the explo- 
sives you can ever need, and so if you 
have a full-grown dye industry in time 
of peace you need never maintaih any 
great supply of explosives or special ex- 
*plosive factories, or bother about having 
a. trained force, of explosive chemists 
and. employes and engineers who are 
especially experienced in that line. That, 
however, is a secondary matter. The 
gréat war began as a 100 per ent. ex- 
plosive war. In the last fighting more 
than ‘half the shells fired were filled 
with’ poisonous gases. The Germans 
made every pound of theif poison gasses 
, in their dye works without changing 
‘them in the least. They had the fac- 
, tories ready to their hand, they had the 
men andthe materials, they had every- 
thing."’ 

At the present time this country has 
industry far in ad- 
Vance of-any in the world outside of 
' Germany, according to Mr. Choate.\ 

‘*And the! question is, are we going 
to keep it?’’ he continued. 

Considering the question’ with refer- 
ence .to the great. demand for disarma- 

ment, Mr. Choate stated that disarma- 

ment was limited by national defense. 
No nation would disarm beyond the 
re at which national defense was 
perilled 

“But how can any of us disarm if 
Germany is left armed?’ he asked. 
* As long as Germany maintains a dye 
' monopoly or is in a position where she 
can regain it, she has an armament for 
chemical warfare superior to that of any 
ether nation. : 

‘** An otherwise unarmed nation is to- 
day in a position to develop a chem- 
fcal attack which, ,against a nation: not 
chemically armed, will be simply unde- 
featable. The Germans are in this po- 
rition. Heaven alone knows what dev- 
flish contrivance they have up their 
sleeves. We do know that if we de- 
stroy every gun they have they will 
still be in a position where they can 
launch a deadly attack against any 
other nation, armed or unarmed, so long 
es they retain their chemical facilities. 

‘Today we are in that same. happy 
yosition and so, too, to a certain ex- 
tent, are -the British. The French are 
approaching it. But our chemical in- 
ciustry is by far the best of the ft. 
Today if ali our guns and planes and 
tanks and rifles were destroyed, we 
jhould also be able to carry on a chem- 
cal war as well as everybody else, 
or very nearly as well. But if we lose 
cur organic chemical industry we lose 
_ that advantage.”’

‘to File’ Brief: on Constitu- 
tlonality of Law.

Counsel for ‘fifty-six individuals and 
twenty-nine corporations, members of 
the Association of Dealers in Building 
Materials and the Builders’ Supply Bu- 
reau, argued yesterday before Supreme 
Court Justice McAvoy on demurrers to 
the indictment charging the defendants 
with violating the Donnelly Anti-Trust 
law... One of the defendants is John A. 
McCarthy, former business partner of 
Charles F., Murphy. . 

Following the argument, Special Dep- 
uty Attorney” General William A. De 
Ford declared that, if the defendants 
won in thelr challenge of the constitu- 
tionality of. the Donnelly law the result 
would be that all prohibitions of monop- 
olies in this State would be wiped out 
and there would be no law to prevent 
combinations in any commodities. 

Because he was not prepared offhand 
to attack the tllegations of unconstitu- 
tionality raised by Martin Conboy of 
counsel for a group of the defendants, 
Mr. De Ford suggested that the Court 
give him time to exchange briefs with 
Mr. Conboy. The Court gave Mr. Con- 
koy until Monday to serve Mr. De Ford 
with a brief and Mr. De Ford has until 
the following Friday to make his 
answer.

SAYS NOW IS TIME 
FOR HOME BUILDING 


S. W. Straus Declares Patriotic 
Americans Should Finance the 
Erection of Dwellings.

CHICAGO, March 10.—S. W. Straus, | 
New York banker and head of the reai 
estate mortgage bond house of S. W.: 
Straus & Co. in Chicago,- declared to- 
day that the existi building crisis 
challenged the patriotic spirit of all 
Americans. Intensive building, not only 
in Chicago but throughout the United 
States, was essential, he said, not only 
for a revival of business, but for the 
securing of industrial peace and_ the 
alleviation ofsthe unrest in America. 

Practically. all the money neded for 
the construction of flat buildings to 
cst $200,000 and upward was promised 
Chicago builders by Mr. Straus at 6 
per cent..and an underwriting charge 
that would cover the expense of distri- 
bution without profit. At the same time 
he made the suggestion that other Chi- 
cago banks and banking houses join in| 
the movement of cutting out the big 
commissions now charged in connection 
with high rates of interest. 


‘“‘If you have the money build, and 
if you have not enough to build your 
own home help in the construction of 
apartment -buildings by lending your 
money to finance such propositions,” is 
the way.:in, which Mr. Straus summed 
up the sttuation. 

“If you control an organization or 
investment house engaged in~ lending}. 
money for the erection of buildings,’’ 
Mr. Straus said to ers, ‘‘t is 
sree! A your duty and that of your in- 
stitution to lend without profit. until 
the housing shortage is alleviated. If 
ou are a savings bank depositor or an 
nvestor, the most patriotic deed you 
can perform today is the investment of 
our savings, either directly or indirect- 
'y, in the building of homes or in. safe 
security issued for the purpose of erect- 
ing’ flats and apartments. 

‘*The home shortage has become a 
vital factor of patriotism for individuals 
and particularly for the institutions 
which finance building. If you or your 
company ,bought Liberty bonds during 
the war, the same spirit of patriotism 


which is homes. ; 
“The housing shortage is a funda- 
mental cause of the unrest which '/pre- 
vails throughout the country, of bol- 
shevist tendencies, of unreasonable 
strikes, of disorders. 
“The country has weathered the. 
crisis, proving its stability. This should 
ive increased confidence and stimulate 
mmediate activity in building. The cost 
of building has receded from 20 to 25 
r cent. below the peak -of 1920, and 
rther appreciable reductions are very 
unlikely. nm the contrary, when a keen 
demand -for materials develops a stiffen- 
ing of prices may be expected. -Labor 
is plentiful today, and. when «building 
begins-in earnest the:labor slack will be 
taken up. . 

“ This, therefore, ts the best time for 
building that we are likely to see in 
ears, not only because of the demand 
or houses but because of the profit and 
economy of building now."
